ings' of the air .brake. Hi.- classes are 
usually held from nine, till eleven o'clock 
in the morning and from sc^sn till nine 
o'clock at night, so that he can have for 
pupils the -railroad men who have re- 
cently come in off their runs. 


The air. brake is the one subject 


taught. 
From 15 to 25 pupils will 


crowd into the small space on the side 
of the middle of the room not occupied 
by apparatus. The professor is usually 
in his shirt sleeves and bareheaded, for 
the atmosphere in-the room is always 
.from 90 to 110 degrees, made so by the 
steam boiler. The professor has only 
one book, and while lie is deliveringhis- 
lectures and talking about the possibili- 
ties as well as the troubles of the air 
brake 'he keeps this book in the hip 
pocket of his trousers. • After his lee- 
. ture is over he takes it out, and it is then 
found to be only a small'blank book. 
Iia this he-writes the nnmes of the mem- 
bers of the class before him. . He will 
then question the pupils, and jots down 
opposite each name the percentage of 
correct answers given. Any who fall 
below a certain mark have to come 
back to school for another lesson. Some- 
times it takes three or'four, lessons 
to teach n man the principles of the 
air brake; sometimes a man will thor- 
oughly understand the intricacies of 
the system at one lesson. 


The apparatus represents a. locomo- 


tive and a train of 17 cars. Each car 
is represented b}' an air cylinder. The 
professor shows how easy it is by the 
proper manipulation of the engineer's 
lever to put all the brakes on at once 
and to release them all at once. He 
then shows how unskilled engineers

The instruction car, 
as"this traveling-sehoolhouse is called, 
Belongs to the'Chesapeake & Ohio rail- 
road and hns been in Lexington for the 
past week, and its schoolmaster, Prof, 
Huntlcy, has instructed here full 100 
of the road's employes. He travels over 
the road the year round, stopping at 
the ends of divisions for a week or more, 
as becomes necessary.—N. Y..Sun.

Graater New York, was an enthusiastic 
snpporter of William J. Bryad in 1896. 
fu an interview since bis election he 
said:

There 
should be no special privileges ac- 
corded to favorites. 
Every citizen 


should be protected in his rights, 
whether ho be a striking eo<tl miner, 
fighting for enough wages /oi his labor 
to keep himself and faintly from star 
ration, or a Eockafeller or Vnnderbilt, 
with an income of millions a year. 
The pillage of the public under the 
gniso of "fostering industriea" should 
uease and the Government conducted 
for the buneflt of the pnblic, not in tbe 
interest 
of 
private 
corporations 


Trusts should not be permitted to 
shape legislation iu their own inter- 
ests. 
Bonds should noc ba issued to 


replenish the go'd reserve, simply to 
oblige the gold syndicate while there 
ia considerable 
over $200,000,000 in 


leg^l tender money m the Treasury. 
Tariff schedules should uot be ar- 
ranged, under tho specious ploa ol en

Not » goldbag was elected 
in the city and Mr. Hanna will not gel 
a vote from any of the representatives 
in the Legislature. In Nebraska the 
Silver Democrats, Silver Republicans 
and Populists combined and elected 
every candidate on, the Union ticket. 
Iu Kentucky the Gold Democrats ran 
a ticket in tho interest of their Repub- 
lican gold friends, but they did not 
succeed, and Louisville, which has been 
Republican for years and gavo McKin- 
ley over 12,000 majority, repudiated the 
gold gang and gave the silver ticket a 
majority of several thousand. 


The lesson of Tuesday's elections 


shows that, there are only two parties— 
the gold men and the silver men. The 
silver men should not permit any dis 
sensiona o a minor issues to divide them 
or distract their attention from the 
main question. The principles which 
they advocate are founded on truth 
and justice and will prevail. .States, 
which less thau lluaa years ago would 
aot listen to bimetallists, are now 7or 
free coinage. The people are studying 
the question, and many of them who 
reully believed in the nO-cont dollar 
ory of the gold men a year ago now 
realiEO the absurdity of that assertion 
and favor the free coinage of silver into 
legal tender dollars which everybody 
knows are good for one hundred cents. 


THE Treasury Departm-ant haa sus- 


tained the decision of Collector Jack- 
son of Snn Francisco that Chinese may 
enter this country at will on the sole 
condition that ttiey bear certificates in 
any language declaring them to be 
within the privileged class and provid 
ing that those certificates are vised by 
the United States representative in the 
port whence they departed.

s. The fact is true in the main, 


but it is capable of explanation through 
iistoric causes. It is almost certain 
that we owe agriculture to the Semites 
and it is certain that the Jews were in 
ancient times an agricultural people. 
Their exclusion from so many arts in 
western Europe, their confinement for 
centurnes -to a few callings and to nar- 
row arens, will sufficiently account lor 
their present speculative and some- 
what mercenary instincts. 


It would be distinct ignin to them, 


morally and socially, could a goodly pro- 
portion of their race be induced to re/- 
sume, tinder happy conditions, those 
healthy and primary arts oi life in 
•which they engaged, before the overflow 
of their ancient commonwealth. One 
more land reclaimed from Turkish pov- 
erty and desolation wonld be a gain, f or 
the Jews and for the entire world. It is 
certain that the Turk willjJo nothing1 
with Palestine; it seems equally certain 
that. European rivalries will prevent 
any one European country from coloniz- 
ing it; why may not the true solution 
be found in Jewish colonization? The 
idea is attractive and it seems feasible.

MEDICAL REFORM IN CHINA. 


SlR-iis of a Great Change in ilie Pres- 


ent Methods of Treatment. 


China has long- "been the stronghold 


of harharous and complicated civiliza- 
tion. As an empire she, has cultivated 
customs permeated Iby the most ridicu- 
lous superstitions known to mankind, 
s,nys the Iiondon iled'ical Press. The 
frailty of scientific foundation, in fact, 
that lies at the root of their supremely 
clever ignorance is especially conspicu- 
ous in 'the art of medicine. Chinese 
practitioners, it is ^ell known, dose 
their patients with wasps' nests, ele 
phants' skin and every kind of filth and 
abomination. But signs are not want- 
ing that a Irug-e wave of reform is ahout 
to sweep over the medical world of 
China. In other words, the Chinese arc 
beginning to recognize the snperiorit}' 
of western medicine. 1'he process of 
adoption js likely, however, to be slow, 
although the government has officially 
signified,fromtimeto tiros, its approval 
of the medical practice of the foreign 
devils. In China social reforms spread 
from the throne downward, so that 
there appears some remote prospect of 
the gencrnl introduction of scientific 
medicine among ilic population of that 
huge empire. Jf the emperor 1/e really 
in earnest, the be^t plan would he to 
<,cncl o\er a Jnrge number of young 
f'hinninen io the medical schools of 
Ikirope.

PITY THE POOR SEALS. 


All the Fcjnale Paiiplea Are to Bo 


Ilrautleil l>y Electricity. 


One of the suggestions announced for 


the protection of the seals in northern 
waters, which appears to tie entirely 
practicable, is that proposed by Pr< 
ident Jordan, of the Leland Stanford, 
Jr., university, of California, who advo- 
cates that tho government brand all 
female seals found in our waters, thus 
destroying; the skin for commercial pur- 
poses, and, consequently, offering no in- 
ducement to the sealer to kill such 
branded animals. 


President Jordan has just returned 


from the Pribyloff islands with, the 
news that the revenue cutter Rush has 
inaugurated* the scheme. The branding 
is effected by means of an electrical de- 
vice, which, is both convenient and ef- 
fective. Dr. Jordan says, in regard to 
this, branding process, that it is per- 
fectly feasible to brand seals, and that 
thu brand will remain permanently, as 
ifc does on a horse or cow. One man can 
brand female seal pups at the rate of 
1,000 a day. 


The brand will grow with the outer 


growth of the animal. The outer, or 
water hair, will hide it to some extent, 
but the part of the skin on which it ap- 
pears IB permanently spoiled for the 
furrier's purpose, as, in the coxirse of 
preparation for market, all the longer 
or water hair is removed. The adult 
seals can also be branded without in- 
jury, but they are not so easily handled. 


It has been asserted that handling the 


animate will frighten them and drive 
them off to some other island, but there 
appears to be no foundation for the 
statement, as the animals do not mind 
it any more than sheep mind being- 
sheared.

uckers, but with multitudes of hairs 
'rom •which eluded a fluid In minute 
Irops, It was thea suggested that this 
luid was viscous or gummy, s>o that the 
ly adhered by a sort of mucilage. This, 
too, was disproved, as itiwas shown that 
:he fluid possessed no adhesive proper- 
ties By a series of careful experiments 
detailed in Our Animal Friends Dr. 
Drerhold proves that capillary attrac- 
tion, the adhesion of water to a sur- 
face, is enough to support a fly even if 
ho were 50 per cent, heavier than he is. 
Ihe hairs give oxit an infinitesimal drop 
of water, and as there are a great num- 
ber of them the fly is enabled to hang 
on the ceiling and to tickle any sensi- 
tive surface on which he alights in a 
highly scientific manner.
